for its beginning or for its end. In the past it has been pri- 
marily a contest against a ruler: sometimes from a colonial 
regime, at other times, a person of the same race and color 
as the subjects. The oppressor has appeared as a king, a 
dictator, a religious group, a politburo, an army. Today one 
measure of liberty is the extent to which the individual can 
insist that his government live under a Rule of Law. An- 
other is the immunity of the individual when he shakes 
his fist at the authorities and defies them if they fail to 
follow the supreme law. 1 Still another measure of liberty 
is the degree to which society affords the individual an op- 
portunity to develop as an integrated human being, healthy 
in body and soul, with a mind unfettered, with ideas, con- 
science, and belief inviolate from governmental interfer- 
ence, with a chance for individual preferment and oppor- 
tunity.

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2 THE ANATOMY OF LIBERTY 

The Declaration of Independence written by Thomas 
Jefferson and adopted on July 4, 1776, is a Declaration of 
the Rights of Man: "We hold these truths to be self- 
evident, that all men are created equal, that they are en- 
dowed by their Creator with certain unalienable Rights, 
that among these are Life, Liberty and the pursuit of Hap- 
piness." 

Men do not acquire rights from the government; one 
man does not give another certain rights. Man gets his 
rights from the Creator. They come to him because of the 
divine spark in every human being. 

Jefferson went on to say, "That to secure these rights, 
Governments are instituted among Men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the governed" — not from on 
high, not from a king, but from "the consent of the gov- 
erned." That is basic to any Free Society. 

The Declaration of Independence , also says that every 
people has the right to revolution. It is the right of the 
people to abolish an old government, to form a new gov- 
ernment, and to organize it in such form as seems to them 
best for their safety and happiness. 

That is the essence of the American Declaration of 
Independence. It has contributed greatly to the cause of 
the equality of man the world over. 

Our Constitution, unlike the British one, is written. The 
Bill of Rights — which makes up the first Ten Amendments 
— contains the chief protection for human rights. But the 
body of the Constitution has certain guarantees which the 
Founding Fathers thought were rights that should be se- 
cured to all people. 

The guarantees expressed in the Bill of Rights are no 
monopoly of the West. India, in its constitution, recognizes 
many of them. Their roots are deep in Eastern philosophy 
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The Individual and the State 3 

as well as in Western experience. One can trace them to 
the teachings of the Koran, to the moral precepts of the 
Bible, to the words of Buddha, to the philosophy of the 
Hindus. 

The philosophy of the Bill of Rights was put into endur- 
ing words by an Arab scholar and philosopher, Dr. Charles 
Malik of Lebanon. Dr. Malik, who was a member of the 
Commission on Human Rights of the United Nations, 
helped draft a Declaration of Human Rights for the 
United Nations. Dr. Malik stated what he deemed to be the 
fundamental principles of civil rights: 

1. The human person is more important than the ra- 
cial, national, or other group to which he may belong; 

2. The human person's most sacred and inviolable pos- 
sessions are his mind and his conscience, enabling him to 
perceive the truth, to choose freely, and to exist; 

3. Any social pressure on the part of the State, religion 
or race, involving the automatic consent of the human 
person is reprehensible; 

4. The social group to which the individual belongs 
may, like the human person himself, be wrong or right: 
the person alone is the judge. 2 

Dr. Malik was not, of course, addressing himself to 
American constitutional law. But what he said summarizes 
the philosophy of our Bill of Rights and of all constitu- 
tions which put the individual above the State and above 
the group. The State cannot require the citizen to sacrifice 
his belief and his conscience in order to conform to what 
the State thinks is best. Nor can the group to which he 
belongs punish him for expressing disagreement or dissent 
from the policy of the group. 
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"Our Constitution lays it down that 
citizens of the People's Republic of China 
enjoy freedom of speech, of the press, 
assembly, association, procession, 
demonstration, religious belief."

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6. Operates as Negative : — 

To sum up, the Objectives Kesolution lays 
down that while towards Islam and the Muslim 
community the attitude of the State would be that 
of ''positive effort", towards the minorities it 
would be that of a "neutral observer''. These 
terms may cover the requirements of a non- 
missionary community. But conflict with the 
Christian ideals of propagation of the faith and 
"conversion" is made certain from the very fact 
that Islam, too, believes in just these two ideals 
and, so far as the State is concerned, it has pledged 
itself not to be a "neutral observer" but play a 
"positive part in this effort" on the side of Islam. 
Pakistan has denied both these rights in the 
Objectives Eesolution for the simple reason that 
if the State had been "merely neutral" in respect 
of the religious liberty of the minorities Christians 
would still have carried on propagation and 
"conversion" as a matter of religious duty, 
which would have conflicted with the pledge of 
the State to "play a positive part" in their effort 
to "create such conditions as are conducive, 
to the building up of a truly Islamic society" 
wherein, by the way, conversion from Islam to 
any other religion is looked upon as disloyalty to 
the State and is punishable with death. Thus 
neutrality of the State really becomes virtually a 
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negative attitude so far as the Christian religion is 

concerned. In its rivalry with Christianity Islam 
nas succeeded m acquiring tne acmve alci ana 

assistance of the State of Pakistan. 

7. Article 19 of D.H.R:— 

If Pakistan had not been a member of the 
United Nations Organisation one would have little 
right to criticise its negative attitude toward Chris- 
tianity. Pakistan could debar Christian missionary 
effort just as is being done in some other Islamic 
countries. But Pakistan is committed to grant full 
religious freedom to its people under Article 19 of 
the Declaration of Human Rights, which reads as 
follows : — 

"Everyone has the right to freedom of 
■thought, conscience and religion ; this right in- 
cludes freedom to change his religion or belief and 
freedom, either alone or in community with others, 
and in public or private, to manifest his religion 
or belief in teaching, practice, worship and 
observances." 

8. A Pledge Before UNO 

When the Bill of Human Rights was being 
considered by the United Nations Organisation at 
one stage Mr. Bahadur Khan, one of the delegates of 
Pakistan, joined issue with Afghanistan, Iraq and 
two other Muslim countries and voted against 
religious freedom as stated above. But according to 
a report published in The Civil and Military Gazette 
of December 12, 1948, when the Bill was finally 
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adopted by the General Assembly Sir Mohammad 
Zafrullah Khan took special pains to clarify the 
position of Pakistan in respect of religious freedom 
of its people. The report reads as follows : — ■ 

"Sir Mohammad Zafrullah Khan, Pakistan 
Foreign Minister, said, one of his delegation had 
fallen into some confusion in referring to the 
Article in a recent speech. It was for them a 
matter of most vital importance. The honour 
of Islam was involved, and they could not afford 
to take the least risk of any misunderstanding, 
especially as this delegate had not placed their 
correct point of view before the Committee. 

"Islam", said Sir Zafrullah, "is a missionary 
religion. Obviously it must yield to other faiths 
the free right of conversion. There could be no 
manner of doubt on that point. It would be most 
unworthy to claim the right of conversion and 
deny it to others." 

9. Sir Zafrullah Proved Wrong :— 

But the Pakistan Constituent Assembly has 
now adopted the Objectives Resolution denying 
the right of propagation of faith and conversion 
to Christians and other minorities. 

The Objectives Resolution has indeed created 
an awkward situation for the Christian Missions 
who are now to justify their presence in Pakistan. 
Likewise, rehgious-minded people may also feel 
the headache, especially when Church history 
unmistakably points out that whenever Christians 
have lost their dynamic force of propagation and
